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Skydiving and MLRS demonstration coming to 
Elba National Guard Armory on Saturday, Dec. 6

Recent training efforts of the 
Elba National Guard unit will be 
highlighted this weekend during 
its Open House/Family Day 

The local unit, more officially 
known as B Battery of the 3rd 
Battalion headquartered in Troy, 
has completed its training with 
the Multiple Launcher Rocket 
System (MLRS) and will dis- 
play the equipment Saturday, 
Dec. 6, at the National Guard 
Armory, located on Larkin Road 
(airport road) in Elba, beginning 
at 9am 

The MLRS is a $2.8 million 
deep strike vehicle designed to 
reach its enemy at large dis- 
tances, and the Elba guard unit 
has been training to use the 
MLRS since March of 2002. 

This vehicle was designed to 
replace the old Persian System. 
and it can put its crew within 
one meter of its target anywhere 
in the world. It can hit a target at 
a maximum distance of 386 km 
or 181.5 miles while being able 
to fire both missiles and rockets. 

The MLRS crew can fire two 
missiles within 20 seconds or 
12 rockets within 60 seconds.

Weeks said the review 
revealed the team was most 
pleased in the areas of instruc- 
lion, career technical education 
and evaluation where not one 
citation was given. \As for the 
other areas, he said there were 
only small citations such as sug- 
gesting “an additional eye wash 
in the chemistry lab.” 

“They were very pleased with 
our campus and safety,” he said. 

One commendation from the 
team concerning safety was the 
new fence around the play- 
ground at the elementary school. 
Weeks said the fence was 
recently installed around the 
playground with funds acquired

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Gov. Bob Riley has pro-

In light of that possibility, here 
are some winter safety-rules: 

* Check battery powered 
equipment before the storm 
arrives. You may have to depend 
on a portable radio or TV for 
weather information. 

* Check your food supply and

The impact rained sparks on the Mont Blanc, starting a fire that 
spread across its deck, The ship lost its steering, and began drifting 
helplessly towards the nearby docks. Only the crew knew their

A few seconds before 9:05 A.M., fire and cargo became one, and the 
resulting explosion destroyed everything within a mile and a half of 
ground zero.

Outdoors with Ben

Eliminating body 
odor tilts odds in 
hunter’s favor 


We all learned about the five senses- touch, taste, smell, hearing and 
sight in elementary school. Since it is highly unlikely any of us will get 
close enough to taste or touch a live deer, that leaves smell, hearing and 
sight to be concerned with while perusing that elusive buck. 

“Eluding a buck’s sense of sight is not too hard, especially if one can 
remain still. Camouflage clothing, including facemasks, can make a hunter 
blend in with their background foliage from early fall through winter. — 

Avoiding a buck’ sense of smell is another matter altogether, Hunting 
from elevated platforms and tree stands puts our scent higher and usu- 
ally allows for our scent to dissipate to some degree. But a strong 
downdraft of the prevailing wind can force our scent down from our 
elevated perch to the extent we are not much better off than if we were 
hunting from a ground stand. 

Recent research suggests that the human ‘odor can. be almost elimi- 
nated for a period of three or four hours. After this ime odor causing 
bacteria begins to grow on our body and odor increases as time passes, 
Eliminating odor begins with taking a bath, including washing hair, 
with an odor free soap or body cleanser such as the ones used by hos- 
pitals to kill bactena. Since bacteria starts to grow rapidly after three 
hours, it is better to bathe just before going hunting. ; 

A liberal application of baking soda to all. parts of the body after a 
bath will extend your “scent free” time even farther, Put an extra dab 
under the arms and on the feet. Using a good non-scented deodorant 
will also buy you more scent free time. 

Even if you take the above precautions, after three or four hours the 
bacteria will begin to grow. If you come in for lunch and can take anoth- 
er shower before going out on the afternoon hunt, so much the better. If 
it is impossible to take another shower, wiping off with a wet cloth, 
changing underwear and applying another dusting of baking soda and 
deodorant is the next best thing. 

The warm humid weather of the south requires hunting clothes be 
washed more often than in other parts of the country. Sporting good 
stores stock an assortment of scent removing detergents, but you can do 
just as well with a baking soda based detergent. After washing you 
clothes. it is much better to hang them on a clothesline to dry. If possi- 
ble leave them out overnight and retrieve them and dress just before 
leaving. If bad weather prohibits this, put them in a fresh garbage bag 
and sprinkle them with baking soda. Some hunters substitute pine nee- 
dles or leaves and humus for the baking soda,
